READY EOR ASSENT 


Supreme Court Act and Controverted Elections Act 
Put Through All Their Stages in the House-- 


Yesterday’s Session Brief But Business-ike 


The House held a brief session yes- | 


terday aiternoon, but succeeded in 
putting two important bills through 
all the stages of committee of the 
whole. These were the Supreme 
Court Act and the Controveried 
Elections Act. All that the bills 
now require to become the law of the 
province ig the assent of the Licut 
enant Governor. It is probable the 
Controverted Elections Bill will  re- 
ceive the assent of the Governor in 
a few days, so as to have an election 
law in force es soon as possible. The 
other biil will become law by assent 
and proclamation. 

The bill respecting district courts 
was taken into. consideration by the 
committee of the whole and progress 
reported with leave to sit again. 

The business on the order paper 
went through with despatch yester- 
day. All the petitions were read and 
received except the petition of Mr. 
Cushing for an Act to validate cer- 
tain bylaws of the City of Calgary, 
which was left over for a week.

It is estimated 
that the buildings will cost $70,000 
and the maintenance from four to five 
thousand a year.. Premier Roblin 
stated that he personally was in favor 
of a grant and when the scheme has 
advanced further he would press upon 
the government the need for a libera] 
grant.

Hamilton, Feb. 8—Mrs. Sarah 
Ryckman Carr, mother of Dr, Leem- 
ing Carr, a well known physician, 
and a member of the board of educa 
tion, died this morning, aged 82. 


Ottawa, January 30.—The leader of 
the opposition provoked a discussion 
on railway passenger rates today by 
moving: “That it is expedient that 
the Board of Railway Commissioners 
for Canada do inquire, determine and 
report with the least possible delay 
whether or not the tolls charged in 
standard passenger tariffs should be 
reduced so as not to exceed two cents 
per mile upon all or any of the rail- 
ways of Canada, That the govern 
ment under the provisions of the 
Railway Act, and especially the 24th 
Section thereof, should forthwith 
take such steps as are necessary for 
this purpose.” 

By avoiding a direct move for a re- 
duction of rates, Mr. Borden doubt- 
less calculated on maintaining the 
allegiance of his followers, while by 
moving in the direction of an in 
vestigation, which might result in @ 
reduction of rates he quite as doubt- 
lessly calculated on taking the wind 
from the sails of Mr. W. F. Maclean, 
M.P., of Sowth York, who has been 
trying sume notoriety by agitating in 
off-hand reduction in passenger rates, | 
regardless of consequences, His 
manoeuvres, however, had a. very 
qualified success at best, for while 
no open rupture occurred and the re 
marks of both gentlemen were of the 
“sorry that we cant agree’ variety, 
Mr. Maclean declined to be gathered 
into camp, and informed Mr, Borden 
that while he could not agree with 
an amendment the 
Minister of Railways, he was likewise 
constrained to vote against the mo- 
tion of his supposed leader. As a 
tactical move, Mr. Borden accom- 
plished nothing more than prevent- 
ing disruption—-if such, even were 
within the realm of the probable. 

In his speech Mr. Borden made it 
clear that what he proposed was not 
a reduction of rates, but an investi- 
gation as to whether or not a reduc- 
tion should be made, and by the

BURGLARY 


Enterprising Montrealer Establishes 
Syndicate of Cracksmen and Does 
a Jobbing Business in Loot---Police 
Discover a Big Consignment of

Montreal, Feb. 8—The Montreal de- 
tectives have unearthed what they 
think is a widespread burglary con- 
spiracy. Tie head of it is a man 
named Marjoriqu Gagnon, a boot and 
shoe manufacturer, in whose place 
they found at least $5,000 worth of 
goods from balls to jewellry, This 
amoun* they think is only a part of 
what the burglary syntdicate is sup- 
posed to have taken. Another man 
named Isthmael Bourette; has been 
arrested also. 

The polic? lit upon Gagnon when 
looking up the records of men con- 
vicied in the United States and now 
living in Montreal, in the hope that 
they might strike a clue which would 
help them to stop the burglary epi- 
demic. They struck Gagnon’s record 
and found that he had served a long 
term in Sing Sing.

That Western Canada is interested 
and very greatly interested in the 
rates charged for passenger traffic 
goes without saying. But the inter- 
est of the West does not cease with 
the passenger rates—it includes the 
freight rates as well, and of the two 
tlie people of the West are more 
generally and more seriously con- 
cerned in the freight rates than in 
the passenger rates. Western peo- 
ple are not ail frequent travellers on 
railroads, but directly or indirectly 
every man in the West pays tribute 
every day to a railway company in 
the form of freight rates. 


It is a matter, therefore, of very 
materiaLand practical concern that if 
a reduction be made in passenger 
rates the companies be not allowed 
to make a corresponding advance in 
freight rates. Yet as railways must 
earn dividends, a law which cut their 
passenger rates below the dividend- 
paying basis would also place the 
companies under the necessity of 
elevating their freight rates to make 
good the deficiency. 

If in the compulsory reduction of 
passenger rates therefore the in- 
terests of the West are to be preserv- 
ed, it must be accompanied by  pro- 
vision that the reduction be not made 
a pretext for boosting the freight 
ratos,

R. R. Jamieson (Calgary), Soli- 
citor J. A. M. Aikina (Winnipeg), 
Engineer Brooks and others,who came 
up to Strathcona yesterday forenoon 
and Were in Edmonton yesterday end 
today, left on return to Calgary by, 
their private car this afternoon. 

Last night Mr. Whyte and his as- 
sociates met the Edmonton commis- 
sioners and discussed the C. P. RB. 
entrance question at considerable 
length, but nothing definite was given 
out for.publication by any of those 
who were in the conference, 

Mr. Whyte also had a conference 
with the local government with réfer- 
ence to the railway taxation and at 
Strathcona yesterday told the people 
there that the new railway station 
and terminal workshops would be 
commenced in early spring. 


EDMONTON FLOUR 
EQUALS IMPORTED 


If Citizens Were Loyal to Home Indus- 
try All High Grade Wheat Growa in 
Edmonton District Would be Ground 
Up and Consumed Right in Our Owa 
Country 


Another sign cf the increasetin com 
reial telegraphic business to and 
rom Edmonton is the new C. P. R. 
irect quad wire recently erected be- 
tween Edmonton and Montreal. It 
may be unknown to some, but it is 
a fact that Edmonton is the only 
city in the West this side of the 
Rockies that has the means of direct 
communication at such a distance 
rithout the necessity of qa relay or re. 
peat. The new line has just been 
tested from the Edmonton office and 
messages were sent without difficulty 
to the commercial metropolis of Can- 
ada—a distance of 2,500 miles. 

The wire used is a No. 9 galvanized 
and four operators can work on the 
line at the same time. The object of 
its instailation, the Edmonton super- 
intendent, Mr. Barclay, says, is to 
handle more easily the Associated 
Press service, apatt from the commer- 
cial work which has increased to such 
an extent that the western newspap- 
ers have suffered in their telegraphic 
news 4s a consequence, 

The new wire will have connections 
at North Bay, Fort William, Wirg 
nipeg, Regina, Swift Current and Cal- 
gary between its terminals at this 
city and Montreal. An operator at 
the eastern énd will thus be able to 
furnish the Associated Press to Ed- 
monton and these intermediate offices 
without any delay. These facilities 
will give the capital city of Alberta 
as good u service as Montreal itself 
and far superior to many of the west- 
ern cities. 


The special committee ‘of the board 
of trade appointed some time ago to 
conduct an inquiry with a view to 
improving the local markets for farm- 
ers held an adjourned meeting yester- 
Representatives of the millers, mer. 
chants and farmers were present and 
the situation and difficulty thoroughly 
canvassed. Among the farmers pres- 
ent were Messrs. Warner, Stevens, 
Clare, Parminter, Keen, Pearson and 
several others. 

The discussion turned mainly upon 
the question of the consumption of 
local flour. The idea strongly pre- 
vailed that a better market for the 
farmers of the Edmonton district 
would be secured if there was not 
such a disposition on the part of many 
citizens and dealers to disparage the 
home made flour. If the local trade 
were loyal to the home product all 
the high grade wheat of the district 
would be consumed and a better 
price paid. It was not contended that 
all grades of wheat would be consum- 
ed, but that the lower grades only 
would be available for export. The 
gentlement present were emphatic in 
their statements regarding the high . 
quality of Edmonton flour. Mr. D. 
W. Warner had on exhibition a loaf 
of bread made from local flour that 
was pronounced by all present as be- 
ing of extra quality and even texture. 
Other gentlemen stated that after ex- 
perimenting with imported brands to 
compare them with Edmonton flour 
they were satisfied that the later was 
equal in bread making qualities to the 
former, 

A resolution was passed to the et- 
fect that having in view the improve- 
ment of the market for the higher 
grades of wheat that would follow « 
larger consumption of local flour 
which had been proved satisfactory 
for all ordinary purposes, a campaign 
of education should be inaugurated to 
induce the merchants and citizens to 
be more loyal in the support of home 
industries. It is possible that de 
monstrations will be made slong this 
line. 

Mr. Nairn, of the Alberta Milling 
Co., who was present, stated he hed 
no difficulty in selling his flour in the 
east, where it was meeting with suc- 
cess, It was more difficult to find « 
sale in the city of Edmonton. 

It was further pointed out that the 
farmers should be more careful in 
choosing the varieties of seed’ wheat 
and sow only those that rank high in 
superior flour qualities. The variety 
most favored by the millers is Red 
Fife. 


The Commissioners

The discussion was 
protracted and a great deal of valu- 
able information was obtained from 
the discussion. While it would not 
be in the interests of the city that 
full information should be given out, 
as to what was done, the commission- 
ers would state that progress was 
made and they believe that they will 
shortly be able to lay before the 
council a definite proposal which they 
may either accept or reject, and the 
commissioners are hopeful that a solu- 
tion of the whole question will short- 
Jy be arrived at.

Mr, C, A. Bogert, Manager of the Montreal Branch for eight years, and 
who entered the Bank more than twenty-five years ago, was appointed 
to succeed him. 

On account of the continued exp ansion in the busintss of the Bank, | 
your Directors have decided that it is an opportune time to issue the re-

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THE VIGOR OF 
VEGREVILLE 


By Cy. Warman in*Canactan Life 


and resources). - 
Among the wonders workei by the 


builders of the Canadian Northern 
fallway recently opened for business 
between Winnipeg and Edmonton 
Vegreville is, to my mind, the most 


remarkable. 

Other towns have been born along 
the line, have been namei for other 
priests, for poets, path!incers, ete. 
and have prosperei, often beyond the 
wildest dreams of the builders, but 
Vogrevilie is almost ina class alone. 

Nobody seems to have known that 
Vegrevilie lay just below the grass 
roots, panting to be—nobody but the 
beardiess boy, who as townsite 
agent for the railway, is sowing the 
geei for cities along the line. He 
must have had a hidden hope some- 
where in his system for he had the 
audacity to ask four hundred dollars 
a lot the first time ha stepped upon 
the stump (figuratively spsaking) to 
eell them off. 

Men on the spot representing large 
interestae — banks, implement houses, 
etc., who had to have corners, put 
up their money grudgingly. 

It is hot pleasant to pay ten dol 
lars a front foot for land that yes- 
terday sold bay for ten dollars an 
acre. And yet the buyers of the 
first corner lota’saw others pay| cight 
hundred a lot and in a few months 
twice eight hundred. 

The west ‘se strewn with the 
crumbling carcasses of camps that 
budded and bloomed as vigorously 
ae Vegreville, but these were for the 
most part !nining camps. Vegreville 
is rooted in the eoil. It! sits in the 
centre of a fertile plain and has a 
wide reach into the surrounding 
country. 

We were toli as ourtrainy ap 
proached this prairie metropolis, 
that here was a typical western! town 
—seven months’ old, seven hundred 
people, and corner lcts sell at 
seventcen hundred dollars. 

The wheels under out car had 
scarcely stoppel rolling when our 
party of un even dozen writers, jour- 
nalists, authors And newspaper men 
began to get out. “Thia ia the real 
thing”’ said a man from the sea- 
side. “Let us tie up and go 
ashore.’ 

Main street was 
busy, but the back strests proved 
most interesting. One side street 
looking west of the rear of shops 
and etables, and east into an open 
world, resembled a country fair 
There were horses and buggies, oxen 
and waggon, women and children 
sitting on backs of grain or) walking 
the broad smooth streets that were 
paved with prairie grace.

“No, 
oh no,” he cried, and then, seeing 
our smiles, he let drop the} old trou- 
bled face he. had worn jn the dark 
days, and donned once more the 
gunny face he had found in’ the open 
fields of this new free world. 

We tarrie! for an hour, in Vegreville 
for ag alreaity estimated, Vegreville is 
unique. One gets the impreasion that 
God in his goodness haseet aside this 
Last West for the homehungry, the 
weary and oppreasei of the earth. 
Strangers from many lands havé come 
together here, have set up thelr, tentis 
and call it ‘‘Home”. They are not only 
contentei—they are happy in their 
new home and their cheerfulness and 
optimism is contagious. Jn seven sort 
months, with many in seven weeks, 
fuhey have become convinced that Veg- 
reville is the best town on the line, 
and if you are not carful you will 
carry away with you the conviction 
that it ts true. 

The day we were there thoy; wero 
gelling stetrs and cattle of all sorte 
at public auction, and we piciured th.

A medical staff has not yet 
been appointed, in the meantime the 
local physicians give attention to the 
cases coming in, and Miss Playfair, the 
matron, has a staff of efficient nurses 
to assist them. 

There is also a training echool for 
Galicians in Vegreville; for the youths 
of the branch «called Ruthenian, the 
term begins in November and continues 
until the spring; there were thirty pu- 
pile in attcndance last year, and a grat 
many more are expected this year. The 
girls are trained for domestic service ;
